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Taking The Fear Out Of 


Tests

est anxiety. It happens in everyone’s 
scariest recurring dream: the professor 
hands out a test. You leaf through it, and 
none of the questions looks familiar. Your mouth 
goes dry, your heart races, your palms drip with 
sweat. j 

It’s always a relief when you wake up and 
realize that was just a nightmare. But for many 
college students, test anxiety is a reality. 
Fortunately, universities are helping people 
conquer this problem. 

“Academic support at colleges and 
universities has increased dramatically,” said 
Sherry Snyder, coordinator of the academic skills 
program at the University of Colorado at Boulder. 
“More research has been going on in 3 
developmental education in the last 10 or so years, 
so there is much more information.” | 

In most cases, say academic counselors, 
test anxiety is easy to fix because it stems from 
a lack of basic study skills, “What I find a lot 
of times is that the student is not very well 
prepared, and when you reduce that, the 
anxiety goes with it,” Snyder said. 

Often, students struggle to make the 
jump from doing high school work to 
becoming more independent learners at 
college. Instead of having several chances — 
to bring up their grade, they usually only 
have two in college: the midterm and the 
final. That can be a very real cause of test 
anxiety, say counselors. 

“Students aren’t accustomed to having 
so much of their grade based on one test,” 
said Robin Dearborn, coordinator of the 
Study Skills Program at the University of 
California-Santa Barbara. “We’re trying to 
help them study effectively so they study the 
right things and anticipate the questions.” 

Alison Mitsuhashi, a student counselor at 
UCSB’s learning center, said she still gets a little 
test anxiety, even after several years of taking 

college exams. | 

| “I’m not a very good test taker,” she 
said. “It’s always the same panic feeling 
when I go in and sit down: ‘Did I study the 
right stuff? Am I going to be able to 
remember what I studied?” 

As a more mature student, Mitsuhashi 
now can reassure herself that she knows the 
material and finish the test calmly. But that 
wasn't always the case, she said. 

The difference is in the way she has learned 
to study for exams. In the old days, Mitsuhashi 
Said, “Five minutes before a test, I’d still be 
cramming.” She would overload her short-term 
memory, so all the information came out

Early, sustained preparation is also the key 
to standardized tests such as the LSAT, GRE or 
the MCAT, said Paul Glovinsky, senior 
research psychologist at Kaplan Education 
Centers in New York. 

“You can’t really study everything 
that is going to be covered,” Glovinsky 


test, students have to be shrewd, he said. 

That means students must learn to 
recognize what to watch for and when to 
act on a hunch, even if they aren’t sure of 
the answer. 

“Some students look at this 
as an area where they can 
excel, like on the sports 
field,” he said. 

Still, some people who take standardized 
tests can’t seem to shake their anxiety. 
Glovinsky said relaxation techniques such as 
deep breathing or guided imagery can be very 
helpful. They regulate the body’s response to 
stress and help people concentrate better. 

He said there is no better cure for test 
anxiety than being prepared. “You have to 
space your practice out over time to do your 
best,” he said. 

For new students who are struggling with 
test anxiety, Mitsuhashi offers some hope. “I 
didn’t start out with the best study skills, but it 
gets better,” she said. “You learn that you cannot 
walk into a test only having studied three hours 
before.” 

_ Studying effectively can go a long way to 
reducing test anxiety. Before the test, try these 
Strategies: . 

* Concept mapping: Use your lecture notes to 


~ make a visual diagram of the relationship 


between the important ideas that will be on the 
test. Sometimes they look like a flow chart. 
Others use a circle with lines extending out of it. 


* Cornell note-taking method: Take notes only on 
three-quarters of the page during class. Then, at 
home, look at what you wrote and condense the 
information into a few important themes, key 
formulas, problems or symbols. This makes it 
€asier to go back and review for a test later. 

* Real-life examples: When reading a 

textbook, make notes in the margin to help 

you remember the material. After each 
paragraph, list the main idea, relevant details 
and think of a real-life example of that idea.

* Sample tests: Pair up with a classmate to create a sample test. 
five to cight questions that might be on the exam, then switch. Later. you can discuss the 


answers together. 


* Avoid cramming: Plan ahead so you don’t need to cram the night before the test. Simply review the 
material to assure yourself you know it, then go to bed. A good night’ s sleep does a lot more good than 


an all-night panic fest. 
On the day of the exam, here's a few ideas for 
reducing test stress: 


* To calm down before an exam, practice deep breathing. Take a deep breath and let it and out 
three or four times, before the exam. About halfway through the test, stop and do this again. 
* Imagining a relaxing scene, such as waves lapping at a tropical beach, can also help calm 


your nerves. 


* Before you pick up your pencil, try to visualize yourself taking the test with confidence. Then 


picture yourself receiving the score or grade you would like. 
* If you can bring a snack, choose something for quick energy 
granola bar. 


* At some colleges, students who have severe test anxiety, along with those who speak English 
as a second language or who are learning disabled, are given a longer amount of time to finish 
an exam. Your school's learning resource center or office for disabled students should have this 


information. 
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Sculpture Defended 

There were a number of students and faculty 
members at the December 6 meeting of the University 
Forum who expressed irritation that the 
Administration had been buying statues instead of 
addressing what were perceived (by some) to be more 
pressing problems. As of November 29, the amount 
spent was only a little over $472,000 (for 7 statues and 
20 photographs), so why is everyone so concerned? I, 
for one, wish to express my appreciation (from the 
viewpoint of a faculty member) to the Administration 
for its decisions. 

First, | would like to thank the 
Administration for its benevolent paternalism. Clearly 
there would have been confusion and delays if faculty 
or students had been asked for input concerning the 
purchase of art objects. The Art Department and the 
Cultural Affairs Committee, for example, have 
absolutely no experience spending hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for art works. Using the ad-hoc 
administrative committee set up to advise the gallery 
director was far more efficient. Even though this 
committee did not give its approval prior to the 
purchases, there is a faculty member on the 
committee, so the faculty had some input, right?) Any 
argument that this committee has no official 
connection with the University Forum is just plain 
legalistic and picky. 

Second, | would like to apologize for upsetting 
the applecart. Benevolent paternalism functions best 
when nobody asks any questions. It was foolish of me 
to call and ask about the art purchases—just because 
these purchases conflicted with the University’s 
public-relations effort to make it appear that we were 
only borrowing the sculptures. I should have realized 
that the Administration would have told us if they 
had wanted us to know they were spending, on our 
behalf, half a million dollars (or so) to beautify our 
campus. Clearly the Administration knows best what 
the Campus needs, and if the Administration had 
wanted us to know about the purchases it would have 
told us. Thank you, University Administration, for 
taking care of us. I’m sorry if my curiosity interfered 
with administrative plans. 

Third, | am most grateful that the 
Administration has such a clear concept of the most 
pressing academic needs of the campus. How often we 
have all heard visitors to the campus complain about 
the conspicuous lack of statuary! Those whiners who 
suggest the money could have been better spent (by 
retiring bonds early, reducing student fees, building 
more parking lots, or improving computer facilities— 
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for example) should just shut up. After all, who asked 
them for their opinions? And what do they know the 
real concerns of the campus, anyway! 

Finally, | would like to thank the 
Administration for helping to make clear the meaning 
of “shared governance.” Some members of the faculty 
thought this meant that they were supposed to get 
involved in the decision-making on campus. How 
foolish. Surely everyone now realizes that “shared 
governance” means the Administration governs 
(especially when there is real money involved) while 
the faculty meets to discuss the meaning of “sharing.” 
This fact should make it much easier for the Middle 
states Committee to complete the governance section 
of the Report, and again | thank the Administration 
for clearing this matter up.

In her letter, she 
objects to the money spent on the sculpture 
sarcastically asserting that a sculpture is more 
important than the quality of a student's education. | 
would argue that the presence of sculpture, and more 
generally, art on this campus is intended to enrich the 
environment in which students learn. Art is not more 
important than a student's education, it is essential to 
that education. 

She proposes that the art is unnecessary on 
the grounds that it is too expensive.

Davis and other protesters also charged Perdue that the breaks 
off his chickens are chopped off when they are only a day old. 

Perdue stressed that the entire beak of the chicken is not cut off, 
just the tip. He compared this with “trimming a fingernail.” This is 
done so the chickens will not peck each other to death. The chicken 
will have no trouble eating. 

“Why would I torture my chickens when it is the source of my 
livelihood?” Perdue asked.

The students presented their case for a December ceremony ie 
onstantly expressed his disapproval of a ceremony for the 


forty-five minutes of discussion Dr. Butler c 1 of eff d 
December graduates. Dr. Butler expressed his view that there was a “mountain of effort to do a 


graduation.” The students told Dr. Butler that they realized the amount of work involved in a 
ceremony, but felt they had realistic expectations. All they wanted was a simple ceremony held on 
campus and they even volunteered to help set it up. Chris Peach ended the discussion by posing this 
question to Dr. Butler, “What appears to us is that you have made your mind up to not have a - 
December graduation. You have made your mind up that you are not going to have one. Is that true’ 
Dr. Butler’s reply was a definitive, “Yes!” 

His negative response, vague reasons and obvious negative attitude toward the students | 
prompted them to stage a sit-in in Dr. Bellavance’s office. WSSC caught wind of what was happenin g 
and sent over news reporters, as did local television stations 16 and 47. After about an hour and a half, 
Dr. Bellavance and Dr. Butler came into the office to talk to the students. Dr. Butler once again put the 
students off by saying if another survey was done he might consider a ceremony as if the evidence from 
the first ceremony was not enough. The dissatisfied students turned to Dr. Bellavance in an effort to 
overcome the newest obstacle presented by Dr. Butler. Dr. Bellavance agreed to consider the appeal 
and give the students his decision at a meeting the following day. Dr. Bellavance neatly side stepped 
the issue as he passed the buck to the Student Affairs Committee to call a special forum of faculty 
which would truly decide upon this issue. Some feel that the administration is trying to make the 
faculty the “bad guys” in this issue. Knowing full well the difficulty of getting at least a quorum of the 
faculty to attend, the students will face yet another challenge by the administration’s red tape. Another 
condition by Bellavance’s “decision” was that if the faculty agreed to a ceremony the students had to 
get a written commitments from at least 100 of the 251 graduates 
that they would attend the ceremony. 

There is one administrator who has not turned her back on the 
people who give the most financial support to this institution. Carol 
Williamson, Dean of Students, once again has fulfilled the 
responsibilities of her job, which is helping the students of this 
campus. Every soon-to-be graduate involved in this issue would 
like to extend their gratitude for her help and apologizes for any 
“heat” she might be receiving from upstairs. It would be nice if 
other administrators had followed her example and supported the 
people they “work” for. 
The Student Affairs Committee met on Friday, October 16 and 
decided to call a special forum meeting on the afternoon of October 
27 in Devilbiss Hall room 149. The proposed ceremony would take 
place on Sunday, December 20 at 1:00 p.m. in Holloway Hall 
Auditorium. The graduates would be allowed to bring at least four 
guests with them to the ceremony. 
The students started their 100 signature drive on October 20, 1987. 
December graduates can sign up for the December 20th ceremony 
at the Dean of Students Office from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and the 
switchboard and information desk at other times. The student's 
deadline for collecting commitments is November 1, but Chris 
Peach and Kim Asher hope to have the one hundred signatures 
before the faculty’s meeting on the 27th. Chris, Kim and Cai 
Caraher, the Student Senate’s Vice President of Student Affairs, 
will be allowed to make a presentation to the faculty at the forum 
meeting explaining the importance of a December graduation 
ceremony. The students are hoping for as much faculty support as 
possible on this issue.

aturday, December 10—the men’s basketball team lost a 

heartbreaker to conference foe Goucher, 95-90, bringing their 

overall record to 3-5, (0-3, conference). The loss marks their 
third in a row; the Gulls also dropped games to Catholic and 
Gallaudet this past week. 

The Gulls trailed by as many as 23 in the second half, but 
battled their way back to within four with 18.9 seconds to play. 
“T’m proud of this team,” said head coach Ward Lambert. “We 
were down by 20, but we came back. Another five or six minutes, 
and maybe we would’ve won.” 

Kyle Jefferson was the workhorse once again, leading all 
scorers with 38 points while grabbing six boards and tallying four 
blocks. 

“We’re starting to get confident,” said Jefferson. “Goucher 
was ranked tenth in the nation and we almost pulled it out.” 

David Clark provided the spark for Goucher’s offense in the 

first half as he pumped in twenty points by the break. 
Goucher led 43-33 at halftime, and went on a 9-0 run 
in the first three minutes of the second half to pull 

ahead, 52-33. 

Goucher stretched their lead to 64-41 before the 
Gulls began their comeback with 13 minutes to play. 

Jefferson started it off with a drive, a 
jumper, and a free throw to make it 46- 
64. 

Reza Sabaii hit a pair of free throws, and 
Jefferson followed up with another pair 
to make it 52-68. Then Gary Cucchi hit a 
jump hook and Jefferson hit two more 
free throws to trim Goucher’s lead to 10 
at 58-68.

‘  * If you do not 
receive a Renewal Application 
by Jan. 1, 1995, stop by the 
Financial Aid Office and pick 
up a FAFSA. 

* If you receive a 
Renewal Application, DO 
NOT le a FAFSA. This will 
delay the processing of the 
Student Aid Report.

3. A dress which does not 
have a high neckline or stand- 
up color. It should not show 
above the V-neckline on the 
robe. Since the academic 
robe has a zipper front 
closing, the dress will show 
only near the lower hem and, 
therefore, preferable should 
be a dark color, rather than 
white or very light. 

4. No visible jewelry. 
Fraternity or sorority 
pins/ribbons may be won; 
these re academic emblems 
and are not considered 
jewelry as such. Kente cloths 
are permissible as well. 

5. No owers on the 
academic robe, and no 


owers are to be carried to the 
stage. 


B. Men 


1. Black dress shoes (or some 


dark color) - no sneakers or 
light color sport shoes with 
thick rubber soles. 

2. Dark color socks - no 
white athletic socks. 

3. Dress slacks, preferably a 
dark neutral color. 

4. Dress shirt, preferably 
white, or a white color. 

5. Dress tie (four-in-hand tie 
with windsor knot). (Shirt 
collar and tie will show above 
the V-neckline of the 
academic robe.) 

6. Suit or sport coat will not 
be seen under the robe and is, 
therefore, optional. 

7. No visible jewelry. 
Fraternity pins/ribbons may be 
worn. Kente cloths are 
permissible as well. 


C. General

(academic hat) is to be worn

2. Honors student will have a 
gold and white hood. It is to 
be worn with the gold side 
out and the white inner lining 
turned out at the top, over the 
gold (like a collar). Gold 
cords will be worn under the 
honors hood. 

3. Candidates for the 
bachelor’s degree would 
come into the auditorium with 
the tassel on the right, 
hanging near the right eye. 
After the degrees are 
conferred, the tassel is shifted 
to the left side. The signal for 
shifting the tassel will be given 
by the President. 

4. Candidates for the master’s 
degree should place the tassel 
at the left front of the 
mortarboard prior to entering 
the auditorium and should not 
shift it. 

5. Master’s degree candidates 
will wear the robe but will 
carry the hood over the left 
arm until they reach the stage 
where it will be placed on the 
candidate who should face 
the audience and bend down 
a little. Faculty marshals will 
give you more speci c 
information. 

6. Graduates will receive 
graduation picture information 
from Chappell Studio, Inc. 
This information will arrive at 
your permanent address in the 
near future. 
7. Candidates should not 
chew gum or tobacco. 


18. Graduation Decorum 
Graduation ceremonies are, 
by their very nature, festive 
occasions. The festivity 
manifests itself in many ways 
including the dress of the 
students and faculty adorned 
in academic regalia and the 
warmth, joy, and satisfaction 
of accomplishment. The 
ceremonies are also marked 
by seriousness where the 
actual conferring of degrees 
signi es long hard work on 
the part of everyone involved:
